WOOING FALSTAFF FOILED 
AS MERRY WIVES FROLIC 


One day back in 1601 William 
Shakespeare received. a message 


from Queen Elizabeth instructing’ 


him to hurry over to the court. 
She had taken a liking to Sir John 
Falstaff in “Henry IV” and want- 
ed Shakespeare to write a play in 
which Falstaff falls in love. So 
Falstaff, by royal command, was 
revived to become the victim of 
the merry wives after he had been 
killed off in “Henry V.” And 
Shakespare had only 14 days to 
write it. 

The Hartnell Community Play- 
ers have had a month to rehearse 
“The Merry Wives of Windsor’ 
in preparation for the opening 
performance March 19. ‘The come- 
dy. will be presented on March 
19, 20 and 26, 27, at 8:30 p.m. in 
the Hartnell Little Theatre. 

The ‘Merry Wives” is a light 
raucous farce, full of amusing epi- 
sodes, and it acts well on the 
stage. The jealous husband, the 
merry wife, and the lover con- 
cealed in the household laundry, 
all create a mosaic of popular 
comic devices used by Shakespeare 
in this play. 

Sir John Falstaff, an old lecher 
who. nevertheless fancies himself 
a lady-killer, is made a fool of by 
Mistress Ford and Mistress Page, 
who prove that “wives may be 
merry and yet honest, too.” 

Mr. Hal Ulrici, play director 
and drama instructor at Hartnell 
for 16 years, emphasizes — that 
“Merry Wives’ is not, and never 


Ceramic Kiln 


The first successful firing and 
cooling of the newly built Hart- 
nell College Art Department ce- 
ramic kiln was conducted March 
3 and 4, 

The test, conducted with bisque 
or unglazed ceramic, was for the 
purpose of testing how hot the 
kiln would become within a.span 
of 18 to 20 hours. 

Although the maximum firing 
temperature of the kiln is 2380 
degrees Fahrenheit, art depart- 
ment director Leon Amyx_ said 
that he had hoped for a tempera- 
ture of 1800 degrees.’ The kiln 
heated up to almost 1000 degrees.

was. intended to be, serious 
comedy. 

“There is a looseness about this 
play which we intend to treat in 
a stylistic manner,” says Mr. Ul- 
rici. “A comic sense is very im- 
portant in the acting. Having a 
comic sense is to recognize the in- 
congruities of life as humorous— 
such as the contrast between Mutt 
and Jeff. Some people never see 
the humor in it. I try to direct 
the actors in this play to show 
this comic sense, but usually it 
comes naturally rather than being 
acquired.” 

The Hartnell Community Play- 
ers have not only been studying 
to perfect their acting, but have 
also, been working on the fine 
points of play production. Many 
things which the audience takes 
for granted, if done poorly, can 
ruin a play. Such seemingly sim- 
ple things as curtain - pulling, 
lighting, props and costumes. Mr. 
Ulrici has been working with his 
cast and production staff in hopes 
of producing not only good acting, 
but also a “good play.” 

The real thing is always better 
than the fake. Many of the males 
in the cast are growing beards in 
the true Shakespearean tradition. 
Fencing and dancing classes are 
also on the agenda for several of 
the players to perfect their. style 
of movement in “Merry Wives.” 

Eighteen scene changes, each to 
be accomplished in 30 seconds, 
will keep the production staff

He chose “The Merry Wives of 
Windsor” for its contrast to the 
more serious “Hamlet” performed 
last year. The script is the same 
used in the Stratford-on-Avon pro- 
duction. “It’s a breezy sort of 
thing,” says Mr. Ulvici, “some- 
thing everyone should enjoy.”

Director Hal. Ulrici says the 
show is ready. The cast is tense. 
The stage is set. Opening night is 
only a few hours away for the 
Community - College, Playhouse 
Shakespearean production, ‘The 
Merry Wives of Windsor.” 

This will be the first time per- 
formance of a rollicking farce in 
the Salinas area. “The Merry 
Wives of Windsor’ is the only 
Shakespearean play which deals 
exclusively with English country 
society. The Bard’s people are 
always intensely excited, inter- 
ested, or passionate. Each of his 
plays tells of the great moments 
in half a dozen lives. The method 
of this play is the same. Falstaff 
is interested in cuckoldry, Mrs. 
Ford in mockery, Evans and Cauis 
in jealousy and rivalry, and others 
are plying their suits. 

The action of the play centers 
around Falstaff, portrayed by 
Robert Grossman, an actor who 
plays his part with much enthusi- 
asm, reality, and’ believability. 
Falstaff is a huge subject, in every 
sense of the word, a very ton of 
a man. He possesses abundantly 
the spirit of persuasion, but if the 
Knight’s character were to be 
judged by normal moral stand- 
ards, it would seem hard to find 
anything worthy of commendation 
in the man. ‘He is a cutthroat 
and a thief—an “honorable” vag- 
rant who makes a living of living 
off society and pursues women in 
his spare time. 

In the interpretation of Shakes- 
peare, novelty is its own condem- 
hation. Shakespeare means what 
his readers take him to mean; 
and though there have been many 
discrepancies and _ contradictions 
concerning his works over the 
years, critics have come to appre- 
ciate the Bard’s implicit signifi- 
cance. Up to about 1600 his gen- 
ius had turned most easily to 
comedy. 

Shakespeare expresses two 
ideas in the “Wives”—that pun-

View Probe Tracking 


The dry and wind-driven sands 
of the Majave desert are now host 
to a different kind of animal; an 
electronic, steel-girdered monster 
that keeps its ears tuned to the 
vastness of space. 


Goldstone Tracking Station, 43 
miles north :of Barstow, was the 
scene of the National Defense Ad- 
ministration Act Workshop on 
February 27. Mr. William Bullis, 
Mr. C. E. Dickinson, Mr. Wilbert 


| Robinson and Mr. Raymond Puck, 


Hartnell teachers, attended. The 
workshop is held for the purpose 
of allowing professors access to 
material that is generally not 
available because of government 
restrictions. 

Mr. Raymond Puck, Geology 
Department head, reports that 
Goldstone tracking station is one 
of three stations used for tracking 
space probes. The purpose Sf the 
probes is to gain knowledge about 
both space and the planet which 
they are headed for. Each probe 
continuously sends back about 90 
different ‘types of information; 


-tempeérature of space; meteor-dust 


density, electron count and other 


priority projects, Ideally, the 
probes don’t need commands, but 
they start going astray under cer- 
tain conditions. 

The other two stations are lo- 
cated in Australia and the Repub- 
lic of South Africa. However, the 
latter is being moved: to France 
because of political turmoil. 

Goldstone, which is located in 
the Mojave desert to minimize 
suburbia background noise, has 
three active tracking units, Echo, 
Venus, and Pioneer, and a-radio 
telescope is being built to track 
the next Mars probe. Ranger 8 
was operated by the Echo bowl, 
the Venus probe was directed by 
the Venus telescope, and the Mars 
probe—halfway to its destination 
—is monitored by the Pioneer 
station. 


The tracking system has three 
main tasks: the stations receive in- 
formation, track the probes, and 
send commands. No other radio- 
telescopes are equipped and 
manned to handle the problems 
accompanying this program. _ . 

The probes. are not-allowed. to 
leave the earth unless their build-
